While they were still 
threatening him lio got a report mude to the 
police, and Sergonnt Floyd ‘tuined out all tho 
Indians in the station down to the village while 
ho hitaself took to the water in a polive-bout. 
When thoy approached the place ho saw 1 bout 
making off with two of the prisoners in it, 
They pursued aud capturod thom, About 40 of 
tho pany ran off over the hills, An Indian con- 
stable inanayedto capture one of those who was 
running away ‘by threatening to shoot him, and 
another was found on ame hillside hiding behind 
a rock, 

The jury after hearing the evidence, found 
the prisoners guilty on wil counts. 

His Lordship in pussing sentence said he 
wondered ut tho audacity of these men coming 
into British towitory and acting as they had 
done. In their own country they would have 
their heads off rery,quickly for a similar crime.

On attempting to get stow- 
aways over ithe side of the ship Woe Kam, 
tho quartermaster. stopped them and resisted 
their paysayo. There was 0 senile, aud in the 
mnetée prisoner fired a shot from a gun. hittin’: 
the quartermaster ‘on the breast. The only 
question for the jiny ‘to decide upon was 
that of intent. When the prisoner made 
his statement he stated that he fired in 
self-defones. the 


There waa nothing, said 


i Attorney-Genoral, that he could see as far as 


the witnemes who hai been called ny to the 
present were concerned, which would ead one to 
beliove that ‘the prisoner was enlled upon to exer- 
cin self-defence. He hud moat improperly stowed 
away these people, and as he had been in tronble 
before for the sz:me thing he knew what risk 
he was running, When the offair happened he 
was evidently in u very excitable frame of mind. 
Some 38 pellets from the charge entered the 
quurterinaster'’s breast. 

‘Evidence. was led, 

Tho prisoner in his statement to the Court 
said that in the course of tho row he rushed into 
his cabin and seizing the gun fired it into 
the air to frighten the Chinese who were keep- 
ing the Japanese buck. He did not intend to 
hit anyone. 

_ His Lordship’ in snmming up remarked that 
in his opiBion the first count had not been prov- 
od. Tho third hud leen. proved, and it was 
a question’ for the jury to decide whether the 
xecond had or not. 

The jury found the prisoner not yailty on the 
first. countond guilty on the second and third, 

His Lordship passed sontenco of three years" 
imprisoument with hard labour, remarking that 
had the gunshot. entered the quartor master's 
body: only two inches from the spot it did enter 
the man would hayo beon killed. 

'The prisoner asked his Lordship if he could 
reduce the sentence so as to. make allowance 
for the time he had been in gaol already. 

His Lordship told him that in the ordinary 
course his senteney would be ‘reduced by ‘one- 
fourth if he behaved himself while in guol.

The wreck of tho P. & O. steamer Australia 
at Port Nepean, at the entrance of Melkourne 
Harbour, recallsthe loss of the steamer Jefriana 
at the same placo seven months ago, Thoso 
two losees within so short o time suggest that 
tho loorl aids to navigation nro not perfect. 
The Australie wos from the United Kingdom 
and Colombo, ond had discharged hex cargo for 
Fremantle and Adelaide ; she had, still on board 
her cargo for Melbourne, Sydney, Tusmania, and 
Now Zealand, The bulls of this cargo is in-tred 
in London, but tho amount involved is uot 
large, and iy spread thinly over awide area. 
The Austradia (6,901 ton’, built in 1892) is 
uninsured, exept under port risk policies; she 
isa sister ship of the Hémaluya, and cost 
£200,000, Her present value ander the port: 
policies is £15 a ton, or £103,5!0, The P. & O. 
Company lost a nearly dow steamer, tho 
Sobraon, in 1901, the Ganges in 1898, and the 
Aden in 197, In 1898 the Chine was so badly 
dumaged ag almost to amonat pecuniarily to a 
totulloss., In view ofthe considerable casualties 
to cargo steamers, which must occur ina groxt 
fleet like that of tho P. & O.,it has often caused 
surpriso that the directors d» not limit‘ their 
liubility on any onestusmer to, say, £59,000 and 
insure the excess, instead of: running the wholo 
risk themsulves. A similar course was alopted 
about a year ago by the Royal Muil Steam 
Packet Compapy, and the insurance was placed 
at so smalla cost that the reanli—by relieving 
the strain of losses on the insnruuce fund— 
must prove of considerable benefit to the com- 
pany. Iho PB, & O, Company could, for an 
excesa ingurance of this kind, obtain vory 
favourable terms in the Londcn market. 

Much interest is taken in the'exploits of the 
Russian Vladivostock squadron, and the damage 
dona by :thess cruisers brings home — to 
underwriters the enormous powor of moderu war 
vessels to barry and destroy m:rehant steamere. 
Te the Port Arthur equadron bad been less’ 
closely watched and confined than they were, it 
is obvious that underwriters of war risks on 
steamers to Japan would have had by no means 
a rosy time, Tho British steamer <Alfanton, 
which bas been captured by the Russians and 
taken to Viadivostook, was carrying a cargo of 
Tapavese coal from Japan to Singapore. At the 
Lime of capture eho was not ‘insured against war 
risks, But when she took out Wolsh coal, from 
Penarth za tho Cape to’ Sasebo (arriving 
there on Muy 21), both bull and cargo were

OPIUM IN INDIA AND CHINA.

The Consular report on the trado of Chin- 
kiang for 1903 gives details of the trade in 
Indian opinm during the past seven years, and 
goes on to point out that Malwa, which showed 
an average import of well over 500,000]bs, 
during the years 1899-1901 and a sudden drop 
in the following yeur, recovered somewhat 
during 1903, but is still below tho five year 
average. Patna has maintained practically the 
same level for four years past. Benares and 
Persia have disappeared. ‘Che import of native 
opium from Szechuan and Yunnan, which 
aggregated some 22,0001bs. in 1901 and fell to 
1,790lbs. in 1902, ceased. altogether in 1903 as 
far as the Gastown returns are concerned. The 
great producing contre of the native drug in 
this province (Kisnogsu) isin the north-west, and

this region. It appears that the area of poppy

We have 
soa that it ix of the essence af the conception 
ofan tieweateet Cause tut, though manifeated 
in space and time, it is itself xpacaless anid 
timoless, If, thon, we accapt the metaphysical 
assnmption of Will as That which unifies 
the whole of our individual experience 
and tho whole course of our bodily life;

it we regard the organic change from in- 
fancy to nge and the mental development 
from . start to finish «as oxprossions in 
space and time of this unifying Cause’ as 
Fersonal Will, then we are hound to confoxs that 
this metaphysical basis of our being exists 
sub specie ceteruitatés, ‘This, I think, is the 
direction in which our abstract conception of 
immortelity must develop if it is to keep in close 
-tonch with metaphysieal thought. “Just as 
etornity ix not timo indofinitely prolonged before 
ani after, but the timeless 7, so is immortality 
no mers indefinite prolongation of the time 
sequences of our mortal life. We ave, not shull 
be, immortal. This body, this series of montal 
processes, these temporal and spatiol manifesta- 
tions may puss away. But that eternal essence 
which iv of the spiritual order dwells serenely 
in the now which is for ever. This view muy 
bo difficult of acceptance, aspecially to those who 
are unaccustomed to metuphysicul thought and 
tind it hard to realise its fundamental conecp- 
tions, The man of scienco may laugh it to 
scorn, or muy quietly ignore it as wholly 
outside the range of his interpretation of 
nature. But it is uowise antagonistic to that 
interpretation ; and true or false, he should haye 
no quarrel with those to whom it may 


6} appoar helpful as a supplement to acivace. And 


ilo we not prnetically fool that certain acts, as 
oxpressions of character, have o value indepen- 
dent of the immediate circumstances of time 
and place ¥ 

Whether such a view suffices to meot cortain 
neods ‘and cravings of plain, practical folk is 
quite another question: I think not; but you 
want a metaphysical basis. We should bear in 
mind thet the conceptions of the spiritual life 
which are foundei not on science but on meta- 
physics find bt an inadequate and incomplete 
embodiment’ in lunguage framed chi+fly to 
record uni condense our experience as condi- 
tioned .in' time and space. The history of 
religious thought shows how long and difficult 
has been the task of giving to such conceptionsa 
fitting expression. We are often forced to 
convey in terms of temporal exporienca the 
essential truths concerning that which undorlies 
experience. And some of us hold that it is 
better that they bo thus inadequately convered 
and of necessity imperfectly grasped, than not 
conveved or grasped at all. Better the concep- 
tion of future life beyond the grave, as a 
no donht imperfect and limited embodiment of 
the metaphysical conception of existence ‘eub 
specie wlernitatis, than our erude denial of any: 
‘orm of spirituul existence. For, in accordance 
with its boasted agnosticism, science has no 
grounds for such denial. Its vaunted ignorance 
may teach it to ignore, but should restrain it 
from denying. i 

Returning, howevor, to our point of view 
that we are immortal as emanations from the 
eternal Spirit, that the kingdom of heaven 7a 
within: us (read carefully your fourth Gospel), 
have I anything further that is helpful to 
suggest? Eknow not. This I know; that, do 
what we will, for most of us the experiential atti- 
tude towards immortality as. in some way future 
is not likely to be eradicated by a touch of the 
metaphysician'a wand. Some there are, no 
doubt, who assure us that they neither desire 
nor hope for any such existence. Others 
there are who rest content with an attitude 
of hope and trust. Are you among that 
number ? Do you feel that this hope ‘has value 
for the conduct of your present life¥ Then I 
should say :—Stick closoly to your sense of value 
Just as long as it is of real servieo and help. 
And for the rest tynst, if you may not believe. 
Ino word, so act that if. in some way. thet we 
fo not understand, that. which, with our 
limitations of conception, we speak of as the 
future life should be reulisod, you will have no 
canse to vezrat your action. I will not say 
more lest I should secm to fall into a-morulising: 
vein. 

As to the freedom of the Will. a few words: 
wust suffice, It isa well-worn topic—woll-nigh 
worn threadbare. Science stands for deter- 
minism ul along the line; determinism’ ulike 
in the chain of objective experienco, and in the 
subjective aspect of that experience; deter- 
minism alike in the physical .world und in the 
world of mental: process, For science _ ther 
is not and cannot be ‘such a thing as 
free-will. ‘The question, then, comes’ to this ; -- 
Is thereany necessary antagonism between the 
detorminism of science and the freo-will of 
metaphysics? No doubt freedom and dotermi- 
nism aye often regarded as antithetieul.. The 
true antithesis of freedom, however. is uot 
determinism but external constraint. My Will 
is free to give expression to my character just 
in so far as Iam not thwarted by constraining 
influences us other expressions of the universal 
Cause. Within these limits I am free to deter- 
mine; and such freedom cannot be antagonistic 
to determinism which refers to that which is 
determined. You must not fuil to note, how- 
ever, that the freedom thus claimed hy the 
meétaphysiciun is freedom to at in accordance 
with the essential nature of the -underlying 
Cause. . Of this essential nature determinixm is 
tho expres-ion. Hence metaphysicians speak 
of freedom us solf-detcrminism. 
|. But justas many advaneedexponents of science 
steadfastly oppose the introduction of ‘ meta- 
physical links in the midst of a causal chuin of 


for the genesis of protoplasm or the origin of 
mind) so, too, do they refuse to allow free-will 
as a link in the chain of mental phenomena ‘as

psychologist. But this the metaphysician who 
assumes the attitude E have indicated does not 
suggest... Ho, too, has uo sympathy with 
occasional interference. For him fres-will is

It underlies 
ths whole course of imental procedure, and does 
not merely pop in, at times of difficulty, like 
the fairy in a pantomime. It is the meta. 
physical source of that character which the 
sientific psychologist. must take into considern- 
tion when he elains that, given the character 
(hereditary and acyuired) and the ciroamstances, 
the uet ix determined by ‘their interaction. 
The thetaphysician is not antagonistic to this 
view; he merely supplements it by urging that 
freo-will is the determining influence in the 
charactor as thus manifested. And tha qualiti- 
cation free is introduced as a protest against 
determination in the sense of exfriel con- 
straint. 

You may at first, if this porut of viow is at all 
now to you, find some difficulty in reconeiling 
such determinism as ix denianded by science 
with human responsibility, But the ‘difilculty 
some of us feel is that of reconciling responsi- 
bility with any other view. On what. does the 


determinism of science rest ? Surely on observed | 


uniformity, Ou what does it rest in the field 
of conduct! Surely on the uniform activity of 
a given ‘character, Just in’ so fur as my 
character forms a coherent system, just in so 
far as my freedom lies in the absence of 
determination by «nything cutside the character 
itvelf; can you hold me, that is my character, 
responsible for its acts. Suppose thoro is no 
such uniformity, suppose that incoherence 
takes the place of coherence, so that my ucts 
to-duy are,no mannor- of ruids to tho 
nature of iny acts to-morrow ; will you not say: 
—Poor fellow, he is mad, we cannot hold him 
rexpousible for any of these acta? But in all 
this you must notice Iam identifying myself 
with my character. The. question is often 
asked :— But after all is not a man free to deter. 
mine his own character 2 This question, how- 
ever, has no meaning for one who has accepted 
for oot and all the doctrine of inmanence, 
unless, indeed, the word olmuracter is used imerel; 
in th» scientific senxe of that which is manifested, 
and is not upplied, ax I an applying it here, to 
the metaphysical ego, that -free spirit which 
determinos the outward expression in conduet. 

And here I must stop. If you de not catch 
my drift of thought from these few words I 
fear thot further diseussion, noless at far greater 
Jength than is possible here, would bo of little 
service. There aro other qnostions yon raiso 
which I hare not uow spuce or time to enlarge 
upon, You ask: Whutis evil? In yeturn, I 
ask you: What is dirt? Yon know the old 
definition :—Dirt is good watter in the wrong 
place. Apply this in your consideration of 
evil.’ You usk: How are sorrow and suffer. 
ing to be accounted for? 1 appeal to your 
kense of yalne, and ask you to consider whe. 
ther or.not thero isany trae meaning in. the 
phrase “made perfect through suffering,” and 
whether Christ would be for you, what I trast 
He still is, if He. were not a Man of sorrows, 
I cannot enter further into these mattors. I 
can only add a valedictory word or two. If in 
any sense you retain o belief in God, remember 
that. He reveals—-Himselt to different men in 
different ways. Do not be impatient with me 
if I have urged points of yiew which do not 
appeal to you. Do not le impatient with what 
may seem to you the narrowness of certain 
religious opinions, Do not even bo impatient 
with Atheism. I have met many. Atheists 
whose moral life lias been uot only irreproach- 
able. but noble. - And I have sometimes thought. 
that perhaps. after all, what scomed to me thoir 
limitation of view was just « means of con- 
centrating thetr efforts on right living, and, 
therefore, fur thew, prodnetive of good and not, 
bad vesults, For whan all is said and done, 
right, living may outweigh many a crookel 
dwist of thought, This, then. is my last word 
to you! “Solve if you can the Riddle of the 
Universe, and cherish your religious beliefs, 
just in so far as they do not conflict with other 
beliefs, and, above all, just in so far as they 
appeal to your sense of yalue-in the conduct of 
life.” :
